Aid¬ 
ed by Cheryl McIntyre, a 
freshman from Byars Hall 
who was accompanying her, 
Miss Smith began mouth to 
mouth resucltatlon on the 
child. 

After ten minutes of the ar¬ 
tificial respiration, she began 
breathing. When the ambu¬ 
lance arrived for the Injured 
child, she was breathing nor¬ 
mally.

Martin St. James 
Left Us Laughing 
Amidst Hysterics 

The witty Australian showman, Martin St James, left a less 
than capacity crowd gawking in awe, admiration, and a chosen few 
In happy despair Tuesday night after presenting one of the 
funniest professional performances ever seen on this campus. 

St James began the act by asking for four volunteers. After 
enticing two male students and a couple of coeds on to the stage. 
Dr. Duck of the Agriculture Department, and another gentleman 
were called upon stage to assist In the blindfolding of the mentallst 

In compliance with the act 
the six members of the 
audience held articles In 
their possession under the 
feeling fingers of St. James 
who identified a ticket stub, 
fountain pen, wallet, bracelet, 
shoe, and a borrowed pocket 
knife without seeing or touch¬ 
ing the objects. 

A pink and red clad coed 
was the next voluneer to 
appear on stage with a shotgun 
shell which St. James aptly 
described before turning his 
back on her and Identifying 
her apparell In color and tex¬ 
ture — even to a three-Inch 
hem on her skirt.

III . Controversy- 
In Free Speech 
Await Decision 

Chicago, Ill. (CPS) — Stu¬ 
dents and faculty at the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois have taken 
their free speech controversy 
to court. 

Two students and 21 faculty 
members await final action 
this month on a suit filed after 
a member of the Communist 
Party, Louis Dlsldn, was pro¬ 
hibited from speaking on the 
Chicago campus last March. 

The plaintiffs brought 
charges against the University 
Board of Trustees, two Uni¬ 
versity vice presidents and 
the Clabaugh Act. 

The 1947 Clabaugh Act pro¬ 
hibits "subversive, seditious 
or un-American” speakers 
from advocating their causes 
on the University of Illinois 
campus. 

The suit charges that the 
Act violates the first and four¬ 
teenth amendments of the U-S. 
Constitution and that stand¬ 
ards for the act are "ca¬ 
pricious and vague,” 

One of the plaintiffs, stu¬ 
dent Michael Snyder, presi¬ 
dent of the Chicago Circle 
Humanists Club, said he Is 
“positive of a favorable de¬ 
cision.” His optimism, he 
said, is based on legal pre¬ 
cedent in similar cases In New 
York and California. 

Snyder added that Diskin 
has been invited to speak on 
campus as soon as the case 
Is woh.

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Campus Undergoes Change

Students are witnessing a period of massive construction 
which Is transforming the university into a state showpiece. 
Already a standout among small coUeges, It Is rapidly becoming 
a rival to the larger universities. 

Almost always problems are closely linked with progress. Tills 
construction has created mountains of displaced earth which turn 
Into murkey mud-baths when It rains and which circulate as dis¬ 
tasteful dust when It fails to rain. This and other factors are 
formidable annoyances; but the price Is small Indeed if one vis¬ 
ualized the architectural and educational showpiece which is being 
created, and of which we may in the future call ourselves alumni. 

Most students, possibly, already have overcome any initial 
dislikes of the problems inherent in the construction phase of 
developing a great university. They have developed an attitude 
of pride in what is being developed. With that acceptance has 
come a subsequent pride in the campus’ general appearance which 
is highlighted by trees and grass thus far preserved to retain the 
traditional campus in spite of numerous buildings added. There 
are those who have sight, but not insight. It is those who like¬ 
wise recognize the construction problems, who likewise are 
annoyed by them, but whotothe contrary accept it as no justifiable 
sacrifice for whatever it is intended to bring about. 

Possibly, it is these same students who are without pride in 
the appearance of their campus and who, rather than add to the 
overall general appearance of the campus, would take from it. 
The innocent are being afflicted by these prideless students who 
activities are a distraction to the campus’ appearance and an 
infringment upon others’ rights. The most obvious act of this 
breed of hoodlum students is broken glass which is strewn over 
numberous parking lots. The glitter of this glass at night has 
been the only contact for some; the less lucky have directly con¬ 
fronted the vandalism and can attest to the confrontation with 
gashed or formerly flat, now patched, tires. An ever-expanding 
student population which has brought with it many more cars 
point up the fact that a parking shortage is here, or at least is 
imminent. That problem is sufficient without the additional hard¬ 
ship of hazardous glassstrewn by immature students surely 
absent of self-respect and blatantly lacking in respect of their 
fellowmen.

Glittering glass, a rather unlnspirational 
editorial topic, was the motivating factor in this column, but not 
its theme. Briefly stated, that theme is that all of us, in the 
acquistlon of Tennessee Spirit, need an awareness of the things 
which better UTM. Included in those myrald things is a clean 
campus, presently Impaired by shattered glass on student and 
faculty parking lots.

Discipline Questioned 
In Marijuana Cases 


COLLEGE PARK, Md. (CPS) - Recent disciplinary action 
against a University of Maryland freshman charged with posses¬ 
sion of marijuana has raised due process questions over the 
University’s judicial procedure. 

Robert F. Sauer, 18, of Baltimore, was released October 9 
on bond after being arrested in his dormitory room for illegal 
possession of marijuana and barbituates two days earlier. 

A University spokesman reported that the Office of the 
Executive Dean for Student Life has suspended Sauer from 
housing for “believed possession of marijuana.” 


There is no specific reg¬ 
ulation at Maryland prohibit¬ 
ing the possession of the drug, 
but University regulations 
state that residents who fail 
to observe “accepted stand¬ 
ards of conduct" may be asked 
to leave their dormitories. 

In “extreme cases where 
the conduct of a student may 
not be in conformity with the 
best interests of the Univer¬ 
sity,” the rule continues, a 
student may be dismissed 
from school. 

Sauer’s status as a stu¬ 
dent will be decided soon by 
University officials, the 
spokesman added. The case 
will probably go to Darrell 
F. Rishel, director of 
Judiciary affairs, he said;

Buffalo, N.Y. (CPS) — Student activists called a paradoxical 
boycott of a draft test referendum Sept. 26 on the Buffalo campus 
of the State University of New York. 

The referendum was held to decide whether the University 
should cooperate with the Selective Service System to the extent 
of allowing the College Qualification Test to be administered on 
the campus. 

Last spring almost 1,000 students demonstrated at Buffalo, 
demanding a voice In the school’s decision regarding the draft 
tests at that time. They ware all but Ignored by the administration. 

This fall the University has a new president, Martin Meyer- 
son, past Chancellor at Berkeley, and things have handled dif¬ 
ferently. 

With only a few days left 
before the Selective Service 
wanted a decision on the test¬ 
ing site, Meyerson called to¬ 
gether a committee to dis¬ 
cuss the situation. 

The committee, composed 
of leaders In the faculty, the 
student body and the adminis¬ 
tration, proposed on Thurs¬ 
day, Sept. 22, that a refer¬ 
endum be held the first three 
days of the following week. 

Meyerson agreed to be 
bound by the results of such a 
referendum If over 50percent 
of the University’s full-time 
students and faculty voted. 

The local chapter of Stu¬ 
dents for a Democratic 
Society, a prime force In last 
year’s demonstrations, was 
Incensed. They protested that 
Meyerson was springing the 
referendum with only three 
days notice, and Insisted that 
he knew full well that, In the 
absence of full debate, the re¬ 
quired 50 percent could never 

mobilize to vote. 

SDS was right about least 
one thing. After three days 
of balloting, only half the num¬ 
ber of votes were cast that 
would have made the refer¬ 
endum binding. The final vote 
was 1833 In favor of holding 
the test on campus and 910 
opposed. 

Meyerson made his de¬ 
cision October 1. The test 
will be held at Buffalo. 

The SDS boycott failed to 
materialize as members si¬ 
lently cast their ballots 
against the test. Few students 
showed up at a mass meeting 
called for the first night of 
voting. Observers blamed 
poor attendance on the short 
notice. 


Tuesday night students 
were given a chance to support 
the march when the Chi 
Omegas collected at the pro¬ 
gram featuring the hypnotist, 
Martin St. James.
